Hunt for rapist who attacked woman in garden 



POOR SKIN: A police e-fit of the 
suspected rapist 


THIS is the face of man who 
raped a woman in a back gar¬ 
den after he jumped over a 
fence. 

The victim, in her 30s, was 
sitting at an address in 
Dagenham, in the early hours 
when the man climbed into the 
garden. 

She tried to run away but the 
assailant pulled her to the 
floor. 

He raped her then ran off 
towards Woodward Road. 

The attack happened on 
Monday, August 1, but detec¬ 
tives have been unable to find 
the rapist. 


Police have released an e-fit 
image of a man they want to 
question. 

There have so far been no 
arrests and enquiries are 
ongoing at time of publica¬ 
tion. 

The suspect is described as a 
very dark-skinned black man, 
in his mid-20s, of medium 
build and between 5ft 6in and 
5ft 8in. 

His complexion was 
described as “poor, possibly 
spotty” and he smelt 
unwashed. 

DC Jay Gardner, from the 
Metropolitan Police sexual 


offences, exploitation and 
child abuse command, said: 
“This is a shocking attack 
which has left the victim very 
distressed. 

“We are now issuing this e- 
fit image and urging the pub¬ 
lic to help us identify this 
man. If you think you may 
know the man depicted in the 
e-fit, please do call us.”

APPEAL OVER 


KNIFE DEATH 


POLICE have appealed for infor¬ 
mation about two cars seen leav¬ 
ing the scene of a alleged murder 
in Dagenham. 

Raja Rashid Ali, 33, of Elm 
Park, died in Braintree Road at 
7.30pm on Sunday after being 
stabbed. 

Detectives said Mr Ali had 
parked in Stansgate Road, outside 
Costcutter, when there was an 
altercation with men from two 
other vehicles. The motive for the 
alleged killing is unknown. 

DCI David Whellams said: 
“This was a very violent incident 
which was witnessed by a number 
of people who have already spo¬ 
ken to the police, and I would 
thank them for that. 

“However, I appeal to anyone 
who has information about this

incident or the persons responsi¬ 
ble to contact the police or 
Crimestoppers as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

“At this very early stage we are 
working to establish the motive, 
but we know that the victim was 
in a vehicle with two other men 


which stopped in Stansgate Road 
outside Costcutter, when they 
were involved in an altercation 
with a number of other people 
who were travelling in two other 
vehicles. 

“The suspects left the scene in 
these two vehicles. 


“The incident took place out¬ 
side a busy supermarket and I am 
confident there are more witness¬ 
es who have information. 

“I urge them to come forward.” 

A post-mortem examination at 
Queen’s Hospital on Monday 
confirmed Mr Ali died of stab 
wounds.

Fishing for 
disabled at 
the Cottage 

A THRILLED fisheries boss 
has finished pioneering work 
creating access for disabled 
people interested in fishing. 

Andrew Roddick, who runs 
Picks Cottage Fishery in 
Sewardstone Road, Chingford, 
was awarded funding from 
the Angling Trust and the 
Environment Agency for his 
forward-thinking project. 

He told the Chingford Times : 
“We put this together because it 
is something you don’t see in 
fishing lakes. There should be 
better accessibility to the sport. 

“The British Disabled 
Angling Association carried out 
a full audit of the area. 

“Now disabled fishing fans 
will be able to enjoy the sport. 
We will be open and ready for 
everyone on March 1, 2017.” 

Andrew was awarded £3,000 
to create disabled platforms. 

He has also been trained as an 
angling coach to school chil¬ 
dren, youth groups and to teach 
people who are disabled. 

Andrew says his four lakes 
are wildlife-friendly, too, and 
he insists that all of the people 
who fish at the site use barbless 
hooks. 

He said: “Swans swallow the 
hooks which get lodged in their 
throats, causing a slow and 
painful death.”

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Ford ‘demolition’ 
begins for homes

DEMOLITION works began in 
Dagenham last week to make space 
for 2,650 new homes. 

Ford Stamping Plant, which 
inspired the film and musical Made 
in Dagenham, closed in 2013 with 
the land being bought by Dagenham 
Dock Ltd, a joint venture between 
land promoter St Congar Land and 
real estate fund manager Europa 
Capital Partners, in early 2016. 

Heavy machinery was moved in 
from Monday after the site was 
secured. 

The new scheme is designed to 
preserve the area's historical signif¬ 
icance and mix with the neighbour¬ 
ing Beam Park development. 

Cllr Darren Rodwell, leader of 
Barking and Dagenham Council, 
toured the site with representatives 
of Dagenham Dock Ltd, Jon 
Cruddas MP, Member of Parliament 
for Dagenham and Rainham, and 
local councillors earlier this month. 

He said: “The stamping plant was 
a huge employer for generations, so 
we’re delighted that this new devel¬ 
opment will put into production 
thousands of new homes and jobs 
and hopefully a museum dedicated 
to the East London’s rich industrial 
heritage too. It’s fitting that this 
derelict site, which once epitomised 
post industrial decline, will now 
stand for the borough’s future as 
home for all, for the aspirational 


and inspirational without leaving 
anyone behind.” 

Steve Taylor, director at St 
Congar, said: "The former 
Dagenham Ford Stamping Plant is a 
fantastic site, located within one of 
the most exciting growth opportuni¬ 


ty areas in London. 

“The site’s demolition has now 
commenced, and we are delighted to 
be working with the council to cre¬ 
ate thousands of much needed new 
homes in the London Borough of 
Barking & Dagenham." 


• A MAN died in a fire at 
Dagenham yesterday 
afternoon. 

The London Ambulance 
Service declared the man 
dead after fire crews put out 
the blaze at a house on Lower 
Broad Street at 3.59pm. 

The man will not be named 
until next of kin are informed. 

Four fire engines and 21 
firefighters from Dagenham, 
Wennington and Barking 
were called to the scene at 
2.47pm. 

Fire and police officers are 
investigating the cause of the 
fire. 

An inquest into the man's 
death will be opened later this 
week, before a full hearing 
later in the year.

A NEW peer mentoring 
scheme which aims to 
promote health and well¬ 
being for young people 
has been launched in sec¬ 
ondary schools across 
Waltham Forest. 

The Youth Health 
Champions programme 
is a national initiative 
designed to encourage 
healthy activities in an 
educational setting. 

Since July, 60 pupils 
from across the borough 
have been on a two-day 
course learning about 
health promotion and 
how to plan health cam¬ 
paigns for the new acade¬ 
mic year.

tation skills and improve 
your teamwork and con¬ 
fidence.” 

Cllr Ahsan Khan, cabi¬ 
net member for health 
and wellbeing, said: “The 
health and wellbeing of 
children and young peo¬ 
ple is a key priority for

WEST HAM United’s early season woes 
continued as goals from Charlie Austin, 
Dusan Tadic and James Ward-Prowse earned 
Southampton a comfortable win and left 
some Hammers fans muttering about a battle 
to avoid relegation. 

Four defeats from their opening five 
Premier League games, plus an unconvincing 
EFL Cup victory over Accrington Stanley, 
has left West Ham in the bottom three and 
seen pressure mount on manager Slaven 
Bilic. It was a tentative start from the home 
side amid a flat atmosphere. Simone Zaza 
was-off target after the Saints backline 
afforded the Italian some room, while Pierre- 
Emile Hojbjerg was snubbed out by Winston 
Reid as the visitors countered. 

Chances came at a premium in a scruffy 
opening period. West Ham, with Dimitri 
Payet and Manuel Lanzini, appeared to offer 
the greater threat but for all their possession, 
Southampton goalkeeper Fraser Forster 
remained largely untroubled. 

West Ham continued to toil without suc¬ 
cess. Hojbjerg swept away as Cheikhou 
Kouyate was about to pounce on Payet’s flag- 
kick. But shortly before the break 
Southampton took the lead. 

Austin applied the simplest of finishes after 
Tadic and Ryan Bertrand had fashioned the 
opening from the left. 

The goal came as a blow to Bilic and his 
men, who seemed to visibly drain of confi¬ 
dence. The negative vibe filtered through to 
the crowd, whose agitation was evident. 

Bilic replaced Lanzini with Sofiane 
Feghouli at the start of the second period. 

But it was the Saints who appeared to be in 
the ascendancy. Adrian clung to Jose Fonte’s 
header, then clawed out Tadic’s goalbound 
effort as the south coast outfit turned the 
screw. Michail Antonio nodded over as West 
Ham tried to lift themselves off the canvas, 
but just after the hour mark Tadic delivered 
the killer blow. 

Kouyate was caught napping, and the 
Serbian midfielder coolly slotted past Adrian 
after Austin picked him out. 

West Ham fans were then incensed when

Feghouli’s snapshot appeared to strike the 
arm of Bertrand. But referee Jonathan Moss 
waved away heated appeals for a spot-kick. 

Payet did his best to rally his beleaguered 
team-mates, firing narrowly wide, while van 
Dijk was in the right place at the right time to 
hack Zaza’s effort off the line. 

Hojbjerg went close for the Saints with a 
thundering drive from 30 yards as the visitors 
finished strongly. Adrian denied substitute 
Ward-Prowse with a late save, while Hojbjerg 
fired agonisingly across the face of goal. 

But in stoppage time Ward-Prowse added 
Southampton’s third, finishing a neat move 
involving Bertrand and Steven Davis. By this 
time many disappointed home fans had left. 

After the match Bilic said: “We didn’t 
deserve to be up in the first half, it was a typ¬ 
ical nil-nil game. And then we conceded that 
goal, that easy. In the second half we tried to 
come back. 

“We conceded the second one, which was 
very, very poor, because we had the ball in 
our possession two or three times, after that 
we had to risk losing shape which is key. 

“We created a couple of chances, put a lit¬ 
tle bit of pressure on them. We were unlucky 
not to hit the target, but we have to admit they 
were very dangerous when they were attack¬ 


ing us with the pace and quality they have 

“We can talk about the confidence, but it’s 
a chain reaction. Mistakes in the defence, 
individual and team mistakes. They have 
brought us into a position where we have had 
two heavy defeats against Watford and West 
Brom. That started the situation where we are 
low with confidence. 

“The guys are training really hard, they are 
positive, they want to do it. We are doing it in 
training, we are approaching it like that, but 
it is not happening.” 

Southampton boss Claude Puel said: “ The 
first half was difficult, it was not good foot¬ 
ball from us. It was important to come back 
in the second. The first half, we were a little 
nervous at the start of the game. We lost the 
ball quickly. It was important in the second 
half to correct this.” 

West Ham are next in Premier League action 
on Saturday, October 1 when Middlesbrough 
visit the London Stadium (3pm).

HAPPY BIRTHDAY, 

ADAM! 

A sermon from Rabbi Binyamin Bar 

WERE Adam and Eve Jewish? I ask this because the 
Jewish calendar and virtually all our holy days seem to 
be exclusively about Jewish history and Jewish experi¬ 
ence. 

Passover celebrates our liberation from Egypt, Shavuot 
our receiving the Torah at Mount Sinai, Yom Kippur is 
when G-d forgave us for the sin of the Golden Calf and 
Sukkot recalls the divine protection during our wander¬ 
ings through the desert and so on. 

One significant exception is Rosh Hashanah, which 
coincides with the birthday of mankind, Adam and Eve, 
who lived some 2,000 years before the first Jew was born 
and nearly 2,500 years before we were proclaimed a 
people at Mount Sinai. 

Though, Rosh Hashanah to us is clearly more than an 
"Interfaith Praying Day." 

As its name indicates, it is the head of the Jewish year, 
a head being the primary and most encompassing com¬ 
ponent of the entire year. 

So how come the "head" of our year is the one festival which relates to the whole of human¬ 
ity? 

In truth, Judaism does have a universal message, one that is fundamental and of prime 
importance to our identity as Jews. Long before the Children of Israel received the Torah with 
its 613 Mitzvot, Adam and Eve were given the fundamental laws of civilization.

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Later, these were reiterated to Noah and his sons and became known as the "Seven Noahide 
Laws." 

The Noahide Code is not a "religion". It is G-d's blueprint for civilization, a seven-point 
foundation for the building of a just, moral and ethical society on earth. The Seven Laws are: 
Belief in G-d. Do not blaspheme G-d's name. Do not murder. Do not steal. Be faithful to your 
spouse. Do not tear a limb off a living animal. Establish legal institutions. 

We may say: "I can see the five last ones being the basis for civilization, but what about the 
first two laws: belief in G-d and the prohibition against blaspheme? Isn't that religion? Can't 
you be a moral person without having to believe in and respect G-d?" And the answer is: the 
entire point of the Noahide Code is that there's no morality without G-d. 

How we think, communicate with or serve G-d, that's between us and G-d. That's religion. 
We're talking about the basic idea that the world has a Boss and that we are answerable to a 
higher authority than ourselves. This, Noahide Code insists, is the only viable basis for a truly 
civilized world, not the great moral philosophers of the Rationalist and Humanist schools. 

Let's just look back some 100 years ago. Germany had more moral philosophers per square 
mile than any other country. Yet, only one or two generation later, it orchestrated a nighly effi¬ 
cient operation, which happened to be the most horrendous acts of torture and murder in 
human history. 

The saying goes: you can't raise yourself by grabbing a fistful of your own hair and pulling 
upwards. Nothing numan-based will ever transcend the human. A philosophy conceived by 
the human mind will be elegantly refuted, or side-stepped, by that same mind at the service 
of its own instincts. Morality and ethics might be temporarily enforced by a philosopher's the¬ 
sis or a policeman's gun. But not for very long. 

On Rosh Hashanah we realise that G-a created all of humanity in His image, G-d gave us 
the gift of life and G-d laid down its rules: respect life, family ana the property of your fellow, 
treat the creatures kindly, do charity and uphold justice. Let us follow those rules not only 
because it makes sense or because it "feels right" to us, but because we are the subjects of G- 
d and we accept His Sovereign decrees. 

This is the head and essence of our existence as Jews as well as citizen of humanity. May 
we all have a blessed and sweet new year with happiness, good health and peace.
